O they are shooing everybody in 
Russia who has anything, or as- 
pires to a hard-boiled shirt,” Mr.

We have had other 
attempts to conquer the world. They 
always amount to the same thing—the 
conqueror goes to his little isle, there 
to repent the general impracticability 
of his grand idea. 

“Only the situation in. Russia is new. 
We no doubt had it in the beginning. 
before there was any political society; 
but we know nothing of it. Anarchy, 


which has always a few devotees in our 


midst, is having its fling in Russia. 
some things the Socialists have 
preached are having atrial. Even the 
humanitarians are not without a hear- 
ing in Russia All axtremism is in the 
saddle. 

“What does it amount to? God help 
us if we cannot steer a course away 
from that bloody mess There must 
be some tightness about political so- 
ciety. The wide-open thing means 
murder, massacre—and so on down 
into the lower stages of barbarism. 

“Russia has in my opinion restored 
the world to a sanity the like of which 
it has never enjoyed to this time.

FIRST-HAND narrative of what actually hap- 

pened when, on July 15, the American forces 

in France. in conjunction with the French and 

British, opened their drive on the Germans and 
hurled them back to utter defeat, is graphically set 
forth in a report that has been received from Capt. 
Harold M. Miles by Commander Evangeline Booth of 
the Salvation Army, in which organization Miles is an 
* officer. 

The report reveals the first time the fact that, in 
the first sudden impact, so great was the demand for 
nurses that uniformed Salvation Army lassies by the 
score were thrown into the service, along with their 
food supply trucks, which, to the number of 50, were 
anstantly transformed into improvised ambulances. 

Demonstrating the wisdom of Commander Booth's 
policy that none of her waracork women are permitted 
to sail for France until they have passed tests for first- 
aid work, the military authorities grant that the Salva- 
tion Army women have shown great skill and ability 
as practical nurses, and can be depended upon for such 
service at any time. The Salvationists, women and 
men, toil day and night as nurses, and are given credit 
now for helping to minimize the suffering and loss of 
life among the soldiers of the United States. The re- 
port, which is dated ‘Somewhere in France” early in 
the present month, reads as follows: 


HE American forces met their great test 
on the Chateau Thierry-Soissons line 
with a valiant success which must 
make every American heart swell with 
pride, and—so did the Salvation Army. 
I have just come from that sector. Ev- 
erywhere I heard stories of the in- 

trepid courage with which the “Amex” soldiers bore 
the brunt of the attack. - Everywhere, also, I heard 
Stories of the Salvation Army girls, their calm indif- 
ference to danger, their unending, untiring work 
among the wounded. These stories came mostly from 
the soldiers themselves.

Time after time he made the trip for water, 
heedless of the gunfire and of bombs dropped from 
enemy planes. Between times he loaded the Ford with 
food which he carried to the French and distributed 
among men actually engaged in fighting. 

The trucks arrived shortly afterward; loaded with 
tons of oranges and lemons, the lemons being used in 
the hospitals, while the oranges were piled up at points 
passed by troops just before going into action-after a 
long march from the rear. The fruit was handed out 
by Salvation Army lassies and no gift could have been 
more appreciated. So great was the hurry of one com- 
pany that they could not stop and so a whole crate was 
flung at them as they passed. It was pounced upon 
with cheers. 

When they had disposed of their loads the Salvation 
Army trucks were placed at the disposal of the Hospital 
Cerps and for four long days and four sleepless nights 
these men drove continually between field dressing sta- 
tions and the evacuation hospital. The lassies tell of 
these trucks going by, trip after trip, pale faces looking 
out over the tailboards, but always quick to smile in 
spite of pain. These were the more serious cases. 


Meanwhile other lassies had joined the McAllister 
girls and were working in shifts between which they 
took shelter in a cave dug out of an old rock quarry, 
where they endeavored to sleep for an hour or two. 
There was not much sleep, however, for our guns were 
behind them and the battle was immdiately in front of 
them. Overhead there was a constant warfare between 
enemy planes bent on the destruction of our lines of 
ccmmunication and French and American planes which 
sought to drive them off. Bombs were plentifully 
sprinkled over the countryside, day and night alike. 

Capt. McAllister and her sister were leaving the 
hospital at 2 o'clock one morning when an aviator, 
flying very low, dropped a bomb upon the hospital, 
damaging the kitchen, but fortunately missing the 
main building. By night the horizon was rimmed by 
the flame-flares of heavy guns, hurling tons of steel 
and explosive into the ranks of the retreating enemy. 
Planes battled in the dark: undulating ribbons of 
crimson fire spat from machine guns, marking their 
progress through the skies. Anti-aircraft artillery 
filled the heavens with the pin-point, electric splashes 
of bursting shrapnel and always there was the awe- 
inspiring rumble of the great conflict. 

Within the hospital walls, doctors, nurses and Sal- 
vation Army lassies were fighting quite as grimly and 
determinedly to save life as the men with bayonets

were struggling to take it. The girls went from litter 
to litter bathing wounds, washing muddy faces, mois- 
tening feverish lips, raising heads with tender hands 
that men might more easily drink the lemonade, some- 
times pouring the cold, freshing draught down parched 
throats by means of a glass tube, cutting away blood- 
clotted clothing and bandages, performing countless 
little tendernesses possible only to woman's hand. 
And the wounded boys knew them by name. Often 
they had come to those same lassies for pie, doughnuts 
and other comforts. Often they had attended meetings 
in the Salvation Army huts on those qe Sundays 
when the enemy rested. 
Many German wounded were brought in. They re- 
ceived the same prompt, kind and wonderfully tender 
treatment given our own men. Prisoners had heard 
terrible and strange tales of Americans killing all 
enemies taken in action, but when they saw how 
well they were treated they fell to work with a will, 
carrying stretchers and aiding in other necessary non- 
combatant work. Almost always they were smiling 
and invariably were content with their lot. . 
During the entire four days and nights the girls say 
that though they witnessed the most intense suffering 
and agony, not once did they hear a groan or a com- 
plaint. There was a spirit of cheerfulness and a joy in 
the victory which made them forget themselves and 
their own aches. Their only regret was that they were 
out of the fight. Many wanted to go right back into 
the battle as soon as their wounds were dressed. 
A 16-year-old boy, who at the first declaration of 
war had run away from home and enlisted, was 
wounded in the arm. His Colonel ordered him to the 
evacuation hospital in spite of his protests that he 
could still fight. He started for the rear, but on his 
way discovered the entrance to a German dugout 
from the depths of which came the sound of someone 
moving. “Come out,” he shouted, “or I'll toss in a 
hand grenade.” Half an hour later he arrived at the 
evacuation hospital with a useless arm, a wide smile 
and 30 prisoners. 
“We wish a hundred times,” said one of the lassies 
tou me, “that we bad a hundred hands to work with. 
We are the only women here.” 


The attack was delivered so swiftly and fiercely that 
men went for hours without food. When relieved and 
sent to the rear for a breathing spell they found the 
Salvation Army there also, waiting for them with hot 
chocolate and such other supplies as they could in the 
emergency secure. When I say “rear” I speak only in 
a comparative sense for all of this’ was beyond the 
lines as they existed before the attack. Bombs dropped 
everywhere around the girls as they served hot choco- 
late: indeed, men were killed within a very few yards 
of them. 

“You sent us in with oranges,” said one of the sol- 
diers over the brim of a steaming cup of chocolate, “and 
here you meet us with the thing we need most when 
we come out.” 

One of them asked me if I knew “Shorty” and I ac- 
knowledged that I was acquainted with Adjutant Billy 
Hale 

“One little game guy,” 


he assured me, “one little 


game guy. Why, Shorty was right up in with that tin 
lizzie of his. Brought up rations. That's goin’ some, 
ain't it?” 
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“Oh'" Vera's expression was blank. “Is Mrs.

A New Type of Bed for the Paralyzed. 


HERE is a great difficulty in handling a patient 
suffering from spinal wounds, either for the pur- 
pose of attending to the wound or to remake his 
bed, without causing him much suffering during 

the operating. With this end in view a new bed has 

been constructed and used in Great Britain. This bed 

has surrounding it, close to the edge of the mattress, a 

rectangular framework of hollow metal piping. The 

parallel sides are connected by broad bands of webbing 

stretched across the top of 

the mattress: the patient ! 

lies on these bands. The 

short sides of the framework 

of the bed—that is, at the 

head and foot—are also con- 

nected by a geared wheel 

having a vertical steel post. 

By turning the handle at the 

foot or head of the bed, the 

framework with the patient 

lying on the webbing is lift- 

ed off the mattress while his 

position remains unchanged.

O one would ever take George Rath for a 
strong man. He is not quite 5 feet 9, and stripped 
he doesn't weigh an ounce over 150 pounds. In 
his street clothes he doesn’t look a bit different 
from the thousands of young men one encounters 
daily in the streets. 

But his looks belie his strength. For, despite 
his slender build, George Rath is one of the most famous strong 
men in America. One has only to see him in action to be im- 
pressed by his amazing muscular power. There have been many 
professional strong men on our stages in recent years, but few, 
if any, have exhibited such sheer physical strength as this young 
man. And what is more remarkable, perhaps, is the fact that 
George Rath is an American. Foreign strong men have always 
been in evidence, but an American strong man is a comparative 
rarity. 

For several weeks George Rath and his partner, Dick Cam 
eron, Who are known professionally as the Rath Brothers, have 
been amazing Eastern audiences with their feats of strength 
Their specialty is balancing, George Rath doing most of the 
lifting, as his partner is some 10 pounds lighter. During their 
act. which runs some six minutes, Rath raises his partner above 
his head at least 40 times, in addition to swinging him about 
all the rest of the time.

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| TEN STRETCHING EXERCIS .* 
By GEORGE RATH, Professional Strong Man. 

1. The simplest stretching exercise is to hang by the 
arms for a few minutes. The door sill will answer if 
a horizontal bar is not available. Relax completely 
while hanging and do not drop until you are thorough- 
ly tired. P 

2. Stand erect, with the arms outstretched in a nor- 
mal fashion. Then stretch both arms to their fullest 
extent and hold the position for several moments. 
Repeat this half a dozen times. 

3. One of the best stretching exercises is the simple 
body-bending exercise in. which one touches his toes 
with the tips of his fingers. This not only stretches 
the muscles of the arms, but develops the muscles of 
the back and abdomen.

with parachute jumpers, 
and circuses. They were used very 
much like their rival, the old side- 
show, full of freaks, solely to draw a 
crowd. Today, Uncle’Sam is making 
balloons and training their operators for distinctly 
another purpose. The ungainly old balloon of circus 
days is now a rival of its smarter and more modern 
brother, the airplane, in the job of being eyes for the 
army and navy. 

Swinging far aloft at the end of a cable, these “ele- 
phants,” as they afte now called, support trained ob- 
servers, who, by means of powerful field glasses and 
telephones, give range and direction to batteries. 
These in turn, with well directed shots, put enemy bat- 
teries out of business and break up infantry forming 
for attack. The most accurate information, of course, 
can be given from a stationary point such as a hill or 
treetop, the higher this point, up to a certain limit, the 
better. Therefore, a stationary balloon four or five 
thousand feet in the air is an ideal place for an ob- 
server. 

So Uncle Sam’s parachute jumpers are being in- 
structed today, not as entertainers to draw and thrill 
crowds by “leaps from the clouds,” but for their own 
personal safety and the safety of their records made 
at high elevations, when a shell or an enemy airplane 
rips their balloon and they have to jump. For although 
their balloon may be destroyed, the men in the basket 
usually come safely to earth and bring their maps 
and photographs with them. It ts a life full of excite- 
ment these men of the balloon corps lead, and to be a 
member one has to have plenty of nerve, courage and 
daring in his makeup. 

Aviators take off their hats to the balloon men. 
One recently returned American air pilot told of an 
adventure he had on a trial trip in a balloon; how in- 
terested he was becoming in the work of the observer 
as the latter explained the great panorama outstretched 
below him; when suddenly the balloon man inter- 
rupted his talk to see that his parachute straps were 
O K. climbed to the edge of the basket, shouted: 
“Beat it! Follow me!” and disappeared over the side. 
The aviator said he took one look at the windlass pull- 
ing the balloon to earth below, another at the oncom- 
ing enemy plane and said to himself: ‘‘Not for mine.” 
He said he did not have the courage to jump, and 
did not. Fortunately, the enemy plane was beaten off 
by allied planes before it could get any nearer. 

In order to make use of the balloon for war pur- 
poses the Government practically had to revive a 
dead industry. Uncle Sam’s army balloons, like the 
European war types, are not of the spherical variety 
which some of us may have seen at circuses and fairs; 
in fact, they are not free balloons at all, but captive 
balloons, staked to the earth and shaped something 
like a great legless elephant, from which they take 
their name, 

Since a free balloon, 


after leaving the ground, is 
controlled entirely by wind currents, its uSe for ob- 
servation purposes is nil. The same is true also of 
the old spherical balloon, held captive by a strong 
cable, which acts exactly as does a toy circus balloon 
on a string, bobbing and swaying from point to point, 
never remaining quiet long enough to permit any 
sort of observation.

At the tail of the balloon is the 
“rudder,” which steadies it and 
keeps it from rocking and pitch- 
ing. 

Hydrogen gas is used to give 
the power of ascension. The 
rudder is filled with air by the 
wind alone, the internal pressure 
depending entirely on the veloc- 
ity of the wind at different alti- 
tudes and on weather conditions. 
A diaphragm arrangement inside 
the main envelope regulates the 
gas pressure, which, on account 


of leakage and temperature, is 
constantly changing. This dia- 
phragm helps to maintain the 
proper shape at all times of the 
nonrigid bag, on which shape depends the proper fun 
tioning of the balloon. 

The United States Government began its production 
working on a sample balloon from the front. Troubles 
Started at once. The duplication of a foreign-made 
article was not as easy as it seemed, especially when 
production in quantity was necessary. In the first 
place, the manufacture of balloon fabric had been only 
partially developed in the United States and it was 
difficult to get the proper material. Nevertheless. a 
ready supply of the necessary fiber was obtained and. 
through co-operation of the mills, the required number 
of looms were adjusted. After a necessarily slow be- 
ginning, the manufacture of proper cloth was begun 
in quantity. 

The industry was new and speed was essential, and
